RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT OF OFFICE ACTION 

DATED SEPTEMBER 24. 2004 

Applicant hereby responds to the restriction requirement contained in the Office 
Action of September 24, 2004 as follows. 

Applicant hereby traverses the restriction requirement. Applicant respectfully 
requests that the Examiner reconsider the restriction requirement between Group I containing 
Claims 1-26 and Group II containing Claims 27-31. The substance of the two groups of 
claims is substantially the same, being claimed in different form. Dependent Claims 8-10, 
which directly or indirectly depend on Claim 1, contain the structure of the hook or hooks. 
Claim 23 claims at least one hook formed on the conical portion of said second section said 
hook pointing in the direction of the jack power cord whereby said retainer may be hung or 
releasably attached to a support. Claim 26 is further directed to the shape of the hook. All 
of the foregoing are in Group I. Group II contains similar subject matter wherein it claims 
the hanger for hanging an item having a cord with its enlarged portion on the cord. Item 27 
similarly claims at least one hook being formed on said conical end portion for hanging said 
combined cylindrical section and said conical end portion. Claim 28 recites that the cord is 
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an electrical cord of a power tool and said enlarged portion of said cord is a power cord 
plug. Dependent Claims 29-30 claim structure of the hooks similar to that set forth in 
various other claims of Group I. 

It is respectfully submitted that all Claims 1-31 should be considered and examined at 
the same time. It would appear that both classes would have to be searched in examining 
either the claims of Group I or the claims of Group II. 

As required by the Rules, Applicant provisionally elects the claims of Group I 
containing Claims 1-26 under protest. 

It is respectfully requested that the restriction requirement be withdrawn and that a 
favorable action be taken on all of the claims in the application.
